the conſtant and eſſential Diſtance of Formation 
and Movement; all other Diftances are only 
occaſional Exceptions from it, uſed in Exerciſe 
and Situations of Parade. | 

Cloſe to the Croup explains itſelf, 

Order; a Diſtance equal to one-third of the 
Squadron, taken in Diſmounting and in Parade. 
Other Diſtances of Exerciſe may be taken, 
when ſo required, by explanatory Commands. 

Open Order ; a Diſtance equal to one Half of 
the Squadron, taken in Parade. 


Oo Files. 


FiLE is the Diſtance from Man t to Man, as 
they ſtand in Rank. 

The Diſtance of Files at which the Regiment 
forms and moves, is fix Inches from Boot-top 
to Boot-top, being calculated for the Gallop as 
well as the Walk of the Squadron. 

Cloſe Files is the Diſtance taken before diſ- 


but without Preſüng.

Open Files, the full Breadth of a Horſe from 
Boot-top to Boot-top ; it is the Diſtance left 
when from Cloſe Files the Left Files rein back 
to diſmount, and is a Diſtance at which Re- 
cruits and Horſes muſt be much exerciſed. 

Double Open Files is a Horſe's Length be- 
tween Man and Man. 

The Regiment is ſaid to be ia Column, when 
one Squadron or Half Squadron follows ano- 
tber. 

Cioſe Column is when one Squadron is diſtant 
from the other a Horſe's Length.— 

Open Column is when one Squadron is diſtant 
from another, the Length of the Front of the 
Column. 


Each Squadron is to be told off by 


Half Squadrons. 
Four Diviſions. 
Eight Sub-Diviſions. 
Ranks by Threes. 
Files, Right and Left. 
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Half Squadrons is the Squadron divided in 
two equal Parts, in the Center of which is the 
Standard. . 

Four, or Diviſions, is each Half Squadron 
divided in Two equal Parts, but ſo that the 
Center Half ſhall ſubdivide exactly by Threes. 

Eight, or Sub-divijfions, is each fourth Divi- 
ſion divided in Two equal Parts, for the Pur- 
poſe of marching on a ſmall Front; but in this 
Caſe the Sub-diviſion muſt not be leſs than fix 
Files, otherwiſe the Squadron will open out. 

Ranks by Threes, is each Half Squadron told 
off by Threes, beginning at the Standard (ex- 


clufive), and telling off to each Flank of the 


Squadron ; this telling is calculated for the Re- 
treat of the Squadron, by each Rank indepen- 
dently wheeling to the Right about by Threes ; 
alſo for a Flank March of the Squadron, Six 
Men in Front, by each Rank wheeling to the 
Flank by Threes, and moving on.— The De. 
ployments from Cloſe Column into Line, and 
from Line into Cloſe Column, are alſo made 


Ranks by Threes.—And it is the only Rank

Wheeling (with that by Twos) eſſential to the 
Movement of the Squadron. 

Files, Right and Left, is each Half Squa- 
dron told off by alternate Files, beginning at 
the Standard (excluſive), and proceeding to 
each Flank of the Squadron ; this telling off is 
calculated for the reining back, and doubling 
alternate Files, in order to diſmount ; alſo for 
a Flank March of the Squadron, Four Men 
in Front, by each Rank wheeling up to the 
Flank by Two's, and moving on, 

The Diviſions of Ranks ariſe of courſe out of 
thoſe of the Squadron—they are, Half Ranks, 
Quarter Ranks, Eighths of Ranks, 

When the Regiment, Squadron, or Troop 
is to parade, the Officers, or Non-commiſſioned 
Officers will form the Men at Cloſe Order and 
Cloſe Files, If the Standard is out, the young- 
eſt Cornet will carry it in the Center of the 
Squadron; and on Parade will advance a 
Horſe's Length from the Front Rank ; the 
other Subaltern Officers will be on the Flanks 
of their reſpective Squadrons, in a Line with 
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the Standard, and the Captain a Horſe's Length 
before the Standard; when the Regiment is 
moving, the Cornet will fall back with the 
Standard into the Centre of the Front Rank, 
and be covered in the Rear by a Serjeant ; the 
Subaltern Officers will fall back to the Flanks, 
and the Captain remain a Horſe's Length be- 
fore the Front Rank in the Centre :- the Subal- 
tern Officers will be covered by Non- commiſ- 
ſioned Officers. 

As ſoon as the Men are aſſembled on the 
Parade at the appointed Time, the Non-com- 
miſſioned Officer will call over the Name of 
each Man, and will make out a Return of thoſe 
preſent, thoſe abſent, and thoſe that come late, 
which he will afterwards deliver to the Com- 
manding Officer of the Troop ; the Officers will 
then proceed to examine the Arms of each Man, 
that they are neat, clean, and in good repair, 
and report to the Commanding Officer of the 
Troop accordingly. 

When a Field Officer comes on a Parade, the. 
Officers of inferior Rank will ſalute, and will 
alſo 


EI 
alfo pay him the ſame Reſpect, when ſpeaking 
to him on the Parade officially, 

The non-commiſſioned Officers and Privates 
will alſo take care to pay the ſame Reſpect to all 
the Officers, by placing their Hands in the 
Front of their Helmets, except when ſtanding 
in Rank and File, at which time they will 
dreſs according to the Direction of their Officer; 
but the Helmets are never to be taken off. 
At the word Attention! every Man will place 
himſelf in his proper Poſition, whether on 
horſeback, or on foot, and wait attentively for 
further Directions from his Officer. 
At the word Dreſs! every Man will take 
care that he is in a proper Line with the reſt, 
which will be done by caſting his Eyes either 
to the Right or Left, as he is to dreſs to Right 
or Left, and ſee that he is in a Line with the 
Breaſt of the next Man but one; he muſt be 
careful, however, only to turn his Eyes, and 
not his Head, as by turning his Head, he will 
put himſelf out of his Poſition, | 
At the word Eyes Right! he will caſt his 
Eyes

Eyes to the the Right; and fo likewiſe to the 


Left, Centre, or Front, as he is directed by 
his Officers. 

Of the two Troops that compoſe the Squa- 
dron, the Right one is ſized from Left to Right, 
and the Left one from Right to Left; that the 
largeſt Men and Horſes may be in the Centre 
of the Squadron, and ſizing well muſt not be 
neglected, 

If the Troop is to act ſingly, and not to 
join in Squadron, it will then be additionally 
told off by Ranks by Threes, and alſo by Sub- 
diviſions, if it is ſufficiently ſtrong to admit 
of it, 

Formation of the Squadron. 


WHEN the Squadron is to be formed, the 
two Troops that compoſe it, cloſe in to each 
other—the Officers then move out, and form. 
in a Rank advanced two Horſes length, front- 
ing to their Troops ; the Serjeants and cover- 
ing Corporals rein back, and dreſs with the 
Quarter-Maſter in the Rear, |

The Commanding Officer of the Squadron 
compleats the Files, and equalizes the Troops, 
by ſhifting a File or two if neceſſary.— The 
Officers are then ordered to their Places in 
Squadron, viz. one in the Centre for the Stand- 
ard, and one on each Flank of the Front Rank, 
each of theſe three is covered by a Corporal; 
the other Officers place themſelves in the Rear, 
as Serrefiles, at two Horſes length diſtant from 
the Rear Rank, | 

The Commanding Officer then tells off the 
Squadron by Two or Half Squadrons—by Four 
or Diviſions, and places a Serjeant, covered by 
a Corporal or Dragoon, on the Right of each 
of the Four Diviſions, except the Right one; 
he then tells off each Half Squadron by Ranks 
by Threes, and each Half Squadron by alter- 
nate Files, Right and Left, beginning from 
the Standard (excluſive) and telling off to 
each Flank :—Obſerving always, that the File 
on the Right of the Standard is to be told a 


Left File, and that on the Left of the Standard 
a Right 
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( 1 ) 
a Right File, in order to favour the Move- 
ments of Ranks by Twos. 

Where the Strength of the Squadron admits 
of each Diviſion being told off exactly into 
Threes, it is an eligible circumſtance; but at 
any rate Care muſt be taken that the Centre 
Diviſions divide exactly by Threes, (and their 
Flank Serjeantabe poſted accordingly) although 
the Flank ones do not, and are thereby a File 
or two ſtronger or weaker.—If there is at laſt 
a Two cr a Four on either Flank, it mult ſo 
remain, as in the moſt advantageous Situation 
fyr aiding the Wheels. 

The Squadron may alſo be told off in Sub- 
diviſions, each being the Half of a Diviſion. 

After the Squadron is told off in the above- 
ment:oned Manner, they may proceed to perform. 
any Evolutions the Commanding Officer may 
think neceſſary. 


At the word March! the whole muſt be 


careful to move off together at the ſame Time, 
and great care muſt be taken that the Ranks 
are well dreſſed, and keep their proper Order;

the Files well covered and at their proper Dii- 
tance from each other, to avoid crouding. 


When the Squadron takes Order. 


Tu Squadron being formed at Cloſe Order, 
if (parade) Order is to be taken, the Com- 
manding Officer gives the Word, Rear Rank take 
Order! and the Diſtance is immediately aſcer- 
tained by an Officer or Non-commiſſioned Officer 
of the Rear, and behind which ever Flank the 
Dreſſing is to.—At the word March the Rear 
Rank reins back to its proper Diſtance; the 
Standard, as alſo all the Officers, move out 
briſkly a Horſe's Length, and divide themſelves 
in front of their own Troops, and of the Squa- 
dron at equal Diſtances; the Whole are dreſſed 
toa Flank, and the Commanding Officer is a 
Horſe's Length in Front of the Standard. —The 
Trumpeters move up on the Flank of the Front 
Rank of their reſpective Troops, and the 
Quarter Maſters and Farriers remain in the 
Rear, |

When the Squadron takes Cloſe Order. 


WHEN from the Order, the Squadron is to 
take Cloſe Order. The Word Take Cloſe 
Order! is a Caution. At the word March! the 
Rear Rank moves forward to Cloſe Order, and 
Officers, Non-commiſſioned Officers, Trum- 
peters, &c. take their Poſts as before. 

When the Regiment or Squadron is formed, 


the Officers and Non-commiſſioned are thus

The ſupernumerary or Serrefile Officers, and 
Serjeants, the Quarter Maſters and Trumpeters, 
are in the Rear of their Troops, divided into a 
Line, at two Horſes Diſtance from the Rear 
Rank. Farriers are behind Serrefiles a Horſe's 
Length. 

By this Diſtribution, Allowance is made 
for Sick and Abſent Officers, and Non-com- 
miſſioned Officers; and if a ſufficient Number 
of any Rank is not preſent, then Serjeants 
replace Officers, Corporals replace Serjeants, 
and intelligent men replace Corporals. 

The eſſential Poſt of the Quarter-Maſters is 
always in the Rear of the Squadron when in 
Line; but in Changes of Poſition in Column, 
they may, when neceſſary, be ordered to con- 
duct Pivots of Diviſions ; and when the Line is 
forming or dreſſing in a given Direction, they

may be uſefully employed iu giving true Points 
in that Line to the Regiment. 

Such Officers or Serjeants, and their Cover. 
ers {except the Standard) as are on the Flanks, 
or in the Ranks, are told off as Files, and as 
Flank Men of Diviſions, and on all Occaſions 


File or Wheel with them, except when the 


Ranks Wheel by Thirees or by Twos ; then the 
Standard, together with the Flank Officers, 
and thoſe that cover them, turn ſingly about, 


each Man on his own Ground, and retain the 


ſame relative Place in the Squadron, whether 
going to the Front, or Rear, or Flanks. 
In Order to preſerve each Troop entire, it is 


not material, if one Diviſion is a File ſtronger 


than another, and in genera], the Flank Divi- 
fions will be ſtrongeſt from the Addition of 
Officers. —Officers will be poſted with their 
Troops as much as poſſible. Corporals not 
wanted to mark the Diviſions, or to cover Offi- 
cers and Serjeants, will be in the Ranks ac- 
cording to their Size, or placed in the outward 
Flank File of their Troops; Farriers are con- 
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( 1s ) 
ſidered as detached in all Situations of Mance- 
VIC. 

All, theſe general Circumſtances of Forma- 
tion apply and take Place, whether the Squa- 
dron is compoſed of one, two or more Troops, 
and whether the Troops are more or lets 
ſtrong, 


AT the Word Prepare to Diſmount! the Left 
Files of the Front and Rear Rank will. rein 
back, ſo as to form Four Ranks, and muſt be 
careful not to cloſe their Files ; they will then 
proceed to let looſe the Halter Reins, to ga- 
ther up the Reins of their Bridles to the proper 
Length, in their Left Hand, and twiſt the 
Mane round their Left Thumb, afterwards 
placing their Hand on the Holſter of the Sad- 
dle. | 
At the Word Diſmount ! every Man will get 
off his Horſe immediately, as quick as poſſible, 
and run up to the Horſe's Head, ſeizing the 
Bridle cloſe to the Bit with his Right Hand.

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At the Word Link Horſes! the Left Files 


of each Rank will move up; every Man will 
link his Horſe beginning at the Centre, by 
tying the Halter to the Ring of the next Hal- 
ter, and then Face to the Front as before; the 
Front Rank will then march a few Paces for- 
ward, as directed by their Officer, and the 
Rear Rank, facing outward from the Center, 
will run round the Horſes of the Front Rank, 
and form on the Rear of- the Front Rank. 

At the Word Unlink Horſes! every Man 
will Face to his Horſe as before, the Rear 
Rank facing vutwards, and running round the 
Horſes of the Front Rank to their own, untie 
the Halters, and throw the Halter Reins over 
their Horſes Necks. 

At the Word Prepare to Mount ! the Left 
Files of each Rank will again rein back as be- 
fore, and every Man will move up to his 
Horſe's Shoulder, gather up the Reins pro- 
perly in his Left Hand, twiſt the Mane round 
his left Thumb, and ſeize the Stirrup Leather 
with his Right Hand,

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At the Word Mount ! the Whole will ſpring 
as quick as poſſible into their Saddles, and 
place themſelves in their proper Poſition, the 
Officers will give the Word, Double your Files, 
Forward, March ! and the Left Files will again 

move up to their Places; the Rear Rank will 
then be at Order, therefore the Officer muſt 
ſay, Rear Rank, take Cloſe Order, March!

When the entire Squadron moves in Line, or 
wheels, dreſſing is to the Standard in the Centre. 

When a Column of entire Squadrons marches 
in an Alignement, in order to wheel up and 
form Line, dreſſing and covering, as in other 
ſimilar Columns, is to the Pivot Flank. 

In dreſſing, the Horſes muſt ſtand ſtraight 
to the Front, and the Men's Bodies muſt be 
ſquare, each juſt caſting his Eye along his next 
Man's Face, but without turning his Head. 

The Men muſt be uniformly placed on Horſe- 


back, for on this Squareneſs of Man and Horſe - 
does Dreſſing and Movement moſt eſſentially 


depend. | 
In Dreſſing, when halted, a ſmall Turn of 
the Head may be neceſſary, and is allowed in 
order to facilitate it, When the Word Dreſs! 
1s alone given, .in Line or Column, it means 
to the Hand to which the Troops are then 
looking : but when Eyes are at the ſame Time 
to be turned to a new Point, in order to drels, 
it 
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it ſhould be ſo expreſſed by the Addition of 
Right, Centre, or Left. Whenever the Word 


Halt, Dreſs ! is given by an Officer to his Di- 


viſion, it always implies that the Men are 
looking, or are to look to ſuch Officer, who is 
then himſelf on the Pivot Flank of his Di- 
viſion. | 

All Dreffing is to be made with as much 
Alacrity of Officer and Soldier as poſſible, and 
the Dreſſer of each Body, as he accompliſhes 
the Operation, will give a Caution, Front ! 
that Heads may then be replaced, and remain 
ſquare to the Front. If the Body to be dreſſed 
is extenſive, the Dreſſer muſt juſtly place one 
Diviſion before he proceeds on that which is 
beyond it. , 

Every Dreſſer ofa Body in a given Line muſt 
in his own Perſon, be placed on that Line, 
while he is directing ſuch Operation.

WHEELINGS, Filings, Formings, 
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general, the Movements of Manceuvre, and 


Changes of Situation of the Squadron and Re- 
giment are made at a quick and vigorous Pace, 
determined by the Commands that are at the 
Time given,---But in Operations that ariſe, 
and are required from the Nature of a long 
March, all violent and unneceſſary Exertions. 
are, as much as poſſible, to be avoided, and in 
Proportion to the Extent of the Body, muſt 
Circumſpettion and Attention increaſe. 

When the Troop or Squadron is ordered to 
Wheel to the Right from a Halt, the Man on 
the Right Flank of the Front Rank turns his 
Horſe to the Right, and the Officer giving the 
Word Eyes Left ! the whole caſt their Eyes to 
the Left, except the Left-hand Man, and at 
the word March ! the whole wheel to the Right, 
the Right Flank moving very ſlowly, the Left 
Flank trotting up till the Officer gives the 
Word Halt! Dreſs! $So in like Manner, in 
wheeling to the Left. 

If ordered to wheel when marching, the 


ſame Particulars are to be obſerved, except that 
the 


( u#x ) 
the Pivot Man, or the Man on whom they 
wheel, halts and turns gradually, and when 
the Wheel is compleat, the Officer gives the 
Word Forward ! 

When the Word by Threes to the Right Wheel! 
is given, the Right Man of the Threes-reins 
back half round, the Center Man turns on his 
own Ground, and the Left of the Threes moves 
up in a Line with the Right, the Officers and 
Non-commiſſioned Officers who cover _— 
turn on their own Ground. 

The Threes of the Rear Rank do the ſame 
as the Front Rank, and at the ſame Time, but 
in wheeling are not to cover the Front Rank ; 
they only turn ſingly about. 


If ordered to Front, the Threes turn to the 
Left, which brings them into their Fees as 


before. 

The ſame Particulars are obſerved in turn- 
ing by Threes to the Left, except that all turn 
to the Left. 

The ſame Particulars likewiſe are obſerved in 
turning about by Threes, except that they turn 
completely

completely round, and then, if ordered to Front, 
the Threes turn to the Right about. 

In Wheeling by Threes to the Right, or 
Right about, the Right of the Threes becomes 
the Pivot Man, the other Two wheeling up to 
him; but in wheeling by. Threes to the Leſt, 
and Left about, it is vice werſa. 

Care muſt be taken that the Threes of each 
Rank cover each other in wheeling ſeparately 

about. 

When ordered, ts the Right Incline?! the 
Whole will turn their Horſes' Heads to the 
Right, and move on in an oblique Poſition, 
till the Commanding Officer of the Troop or 


Squadron ſays Forward! when the Whole ſet. 


their Horſes again ſquare to the Front Gull keep- 
ing moving on. 

In Marching in open Column, the Com- 
manding Officer of each Troop muſt be parti- 
cularly careful to keep his proper Diſtance, 


otherwiſe when ordered to Wheel into Line, there 


will not be Room — for the Troops to 
wheel up.

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When the Squadron or Troop is formed for 
Parade, the beſt and moſt ſteady Men, ſhould 
be on the Flanks and Center. 

Each Man, if poſſible, ſhould always be put 
in the ſame Place, that he may know it well, 
as a Change of Situation will -always have a 
Tendency to create Confuſion. 

The Diſtance between each Squadron, - ſhould 
be equal to one Third of their actual Front. 


Movements of Ranks. 


Wuen the Squadron is Marching by Half 


Ranks, Quarter Ranks, Sub-diviſions, Threes 
or Files to the Front, the whole dreſs to the 
Right, and the Right-hand Man of the Front 
Rank is regulated by the leading Officer, in 
like Manner when the Squadron is marching to 
the Rear. | 


Marching in Front, 


Tur Commanding Officer gives the Word 
Squadron, Forward ! as a Caution; and at the 
Word 
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Word Forauard, each Man dreſſes to the Cen. 
tre; and at the Word March! puts his Horſe 
into Motion. 

When the Squadron marches in Front, the 
Officer commanding the Squadron is anſwerable 
for the Line being properly dreſſed, for the In- 
terval being kept, from which-ever Squadron 
is the directing Squadron, and for the Pace at 
which he conducts it; the Standard is to keep 
a Horſe's Length from the Commanding Officer 
of the Squadron, to follow him exactly, and 
to ſlacken or quicken his Pace, according to 
the Words of Command, or the Direction he 
receives from him. 

The Attention of the Reſt of the Squadron 
muſt be invariably fixed on the Centre, that 
of the Front Rank on the Standard, and that 
of the Rear Rank on the Man covering it, who 
gives the Diſtance of Ranks as ordered. 

Each Horſe muſt be placed perfectly ſquare 
to the Front, otherwiſe the Squadron caunot 
move juſtly. 

If the Officers are in the Front of the Squa-

dron, the Standard muſt obſerve the Diſtance 
from the Commanding Officer of the Squadron 
as before, the Line of Officers dreſs by the 


- Standard, and the Ranks by the Centre. 


The Exerciſing Officer will give a diſtinct 
Point of View to the Officer commanding the 
Squadron, and to the Officer or Serjeant in the 
Rear, who is to give the Direction to the Line; 
the Officer commanding the Squadron will en- 


deavour to find ſome intermediate Objects, and 


keep himſelf and the Standard or Centre per- 
fectly directed towards them. 

When the Squadron meets with any Obſta- 
cles to prevent its marching in Front, the Offi- 
cer commanding it muſt either turn his Squa- 
d ron by Threes to the Right or Left, or ad- 
vance by Files from both Flanks, or incline, as 
may be neceſſary, to avoid the Obſtacles, al- 
ways taking Care to form his Squadron again, 
as ſoon as the Ground will admit of it. The 
Points of View, perhaps, before given, muſt in 
this Caſe, be neceſſarily loſt ; but muſt be re- 
ſumed again, or new Points of View perpendi- 
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„ 
cular to the Line fixed upon, as ſoon as the 
Squadron regains its former Front. 

In order that the Squadron or Regiment may 
hear and execute immediately the Orders of the 
Exerciſing Officer; all Explanations and Cau- 
tions in the Ranks are to be given in a low 
Voice, and above all Things the ſtricteſt Silence 
muſt be obſerved, which it is the Duty of 
every Officer to preſerve, as much as poſſible, 

When the Squadron is in Motion and receives 
the Word Halt! the Whole halt and dreſs im- 
mediately to the Point they may be directed to 
dreſs to. 

On moſt Occaſions the Halt ſhould be made 
by the Right, except after a Gallop or Charge, 
and then it ſhould be made by the Centre.

the Ward File! every Harſe is to be immedi- 
ately inclined to the Flank that he is to file 
from, and kept in Motion; and above all great 
Care muſt be taken to go up ta the Ground 
from whence the Filing began; the Leaders 
ſhould go off ſhort and quick at a Trot, and 
be followed by every Man as it comes to his 
Turn, cloſe to the Croup, and to get quick off 
the Ground. Nothing ſhews more the Readi- 
neſs of Horles and Riders, and the Difference 
of Regiments, than this Evolution, or gains 
them more Praiſe if done well. 

Every Alteration of Pace ought to be made 
as much as poſſible, by the Whole at once, 
otherwiſe crouding or opening out muſt be the 
Conlequence. 

The File Leaders preſerve ſuch Diſtances as 
they ought, from whichever Hand they are to 
dreſs to, and the Followers of each File are only 
attentive to coyer, and be regulated by their 
proper File Leaders, In File, the Rear Rank 
dreſſes by, and is regulated by its Front Rank. 

When from File the Squadron is ta be 
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( 28 ) 
formed, the Front Rank Leader moves out, 
and immediately ſhould be covered by the AN 
Rank Leader. 

In forming to the Front from File, each 
Man muſt come up in File to his Place, and by 
no Means move up to his Place till his Leader 
has formed, to whichever Hand the File is 
forming to. 

Filings that may be required from the Squa- 
dron are—Filings from either or both Flanks 
to the Front, Flanks or Rear—Filing from the 
Centre of the Squadron to the Front, or to the 
Flank—Filing fingle Men by Ranks, or by 


Front and Rear Rank Men alternately, from 


either Flank of the Squadron, 

In the Filings of the Squadron, the Serrefiles 
take their Place in the Rear of the Files, un- 
leſs the Ground will allow them to remain on 
the Flank of the Rear Rank ; but their general 
and proper Poſition is in the Rear of the Files, 
becauſe Filing is, in general, an Operation of 
Neceſſity, which the Nature of the Ground 


requires. 
In 
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In all Formings from File, the Leaders of 
Ranks inſtantly cover each other, take the or- 
dered Front, and halt.— The File forms to the 
Front, by moving up and cloſing to its Lea- 
ders. The File forms to the Rear, by doubling 
round its Leaders, who have themſelves turned 
and faced. The File forms to its proper Flank, 
by turning and cloſing in to its Leaders. —The 
File forms to its Reverſe Flank, by paſſing, 
turning, and ſucceſſively cloſing to its Leaders. 
—In Formations from File, the Whole till 
otherwiſe ordered, dreſs to the Hand to which 
the Squadron or Diviſion forms. 

In filing off, the quicker the Leaders move, 
the ſooner is the whole in File; in forming up, 
the ſlower the Leaders move, the ſooner is the 
Whole formed, 

At the Words, From the Right to the Front, 
file, the Whole will turn their Horſes* Heads 
to the Right, and before the Word March! the 
Flank Man, on the Right Flank of the Front 
Rank, moves forward to the Front ; the Flank 
Man on the Right Flank of the Rear moves 
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forward alſo to the Front, and rides a-breaſt 
with the Front Rank Man, having formed on 
his- Right. At the Word March! all the reſt 
do the ſame, following their File Leaders. In 
the like Manner, when commanded from the 
Left to file to the Front, they will move off 
from the Left. 

When ordered from the Right to file to the 
Rear, the Whole muſt turn their Horſes' 
Heads to the Right, and the Flank Man of the 
Right Flank of the Front Rank marches to the 
Rear, and the Rear Rank Man goes off a- breaſt 
with him : the Whole go off afterwards at the 
Word March! following their File Leaders. 

In like Manner, when commanded from the 
Left to file to the Rear, they move off from the 
Left Flank to the Rear. 

When commanded to form again from File, 
the whole muſt depend upon their File Leader ; 
if filed from the Right, they will form again 
by their Right-hand Man; if filed from the 
Left, by their Left-hand Man, and the File 

Leader 


on 0 
Leader of the Front Rank will either keep - 
moving on in the ſame Direction, or turn his 
Horſe to the Right or Left as ordered to form 
to the Front, Right, or Left; the Rear Rank 
File Leader will cover exactly the Front File 
Leader, and halt on his Ground, 

When ordered from the Centre of Squadron 
to file to the Front, the four Center Files with 
the Cornet and his covering File move for- 
wards clear of the Front Rank, and at the 
Word March, the Right Half Squadron files to 
the Left, and the Left Half Squadron to the 
Right, and by keeping cloſe up to their File 
Leaders, the whole will be in Column of Fours, 
with an Interval equal to the Breadth of one 
Horſe in the Centre, owing to the Cornet and 
covering File. 

At the Words to the Front form Squadron, 
they muſt turn their Horſes Heads outwards, 
and take Care to form at the ſame Pace they 
were going, and dreſs to the Centre which they 
form upon. 

From 
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From both Flauks of Squadron file to the 
Rear — March. 

The Flanks will go to the Right and Left 
about, taking care to preſerve their Intervals 
from each other, by dreſſing to the Centre 
Squadron. 

To your former Front form Sguadron.—If 
the Intervals have been loſt in forming inwards, 
dreſſing to the Centre, and moving forwards a 
Yard or two will corre& it. 


Wheeling. 


WHEELING is one of the moſt eſſential 
and important Operations of the Squadron, 
neceſſary in many Changes of Paſition, aud in 
the Formation of Column, and of the Line. 

When the entire Squadron is to Wheel, a 
Caution is given to that ren. and to which 
Hand; 


| (39-3 

Hand; at the Word March, the Front Rank 
of the Squadron remains dreſſed to the Centre, 
the Leader fixes his Eye, and makes his Circle 
on the ſtanding Flank Man; the Standard 
follows him exa&ly, and the Squadron wheels 
with the ſame uniform Front, at ſuch a Pace 
as is requiſite to keep every where dreſſed with 
the Standard. The Rear Rank and Serrefiles 
look to the Wheeling Flank, and incline at the 
fame Time that they wheel, ſo as always to 
cover their Front Rank Leaders. 

The Standard muſt take care never to oblige 
the Wheeling Man to exceed a moderate Gal- 
lop, otherwiſe the Rear Rank, which has ſtill 
more ground to go over cannot keep up, the 
Squadron will wheel looſe, and in diſorder, 
and be longer in dreſſing than if it had come 
about at a flower Pace, but cloſe and con- 
netted, | 

The Flanks muſt always conform to the 
Centre, in caſe the Leader does not take his 


Ground as exactly as he ought, At any rate 
the

the Standard is the Guide for the Pace, and to 
preſerve the Diſtance of Files from. 

. The Leader muſt take care to time his 
Words Halt, Dreſs! the Inſtant before the 
Wheel is completed, otherwiſe an over-wheel 
or reining back will be the Conſequence. The 
whole halt and dreſs by the Centre. 

The Squadron breaks into Column of any of 
the Diviſions in which it is told off by each of 
thoſe Diviſions wheeling up the Quarter Circle, 
If the Body is in Motion (as in Column) the 
Wheels of the Diviſions all begin at the Word 
Wheel! it Halted, they are begun at the Ward 
March. 

In all Diviſion Wheelings the whole look 
to the Wheeling Hand, In all Wheelings the 
Rear Rank muſt rein back at the Standing 
Flank, and incline towards the Wheeling Hand 
in order to cover. If ordered to Wheel from 
a Halt; the Pivot Man muſt turn his Horſe on 
his own Ground, to whichever Hand the 


Wheeling is ordered to. At the Word Halt, 
x Dreſs! 
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Dreſs! given when the Wheel is compleated, 
the whole turn Eyes, and dreſs to the Standing 
Flank, and remain ſo till a new Direction is 


rigbt, 
given, which will be Hye) — 6 to the 
1 
Pivot Flank, when neceſſary. * 

Wheelings of the Squadron or its Parts from 
the Halt, are made on the Flanks, except thoſe 
of Ranks by Threes, which are made on the 
Middle Man of each. 

The Diſtances of Diviſions pf the Squadron 
when in Column, are taken and preſerved from 
Front Rank to Front Rank. 

When the Squadron is to be formed by the 
Wheeling up of its Diviſions, there muſt be- 
no falſe Intervals, and the Rear Ranks muſt 
rein back, and incline, ſo as not to interrupt 
the Front Ranks coming up together. 

In Wheeling by Threes it is proper to ob- 
ſerve that after the Squadron has gone about 
by Threes, the Officer commanding the 
Squadron does not lead but follows, Then 
one 


„ 
one of the Supernumerary Officers leads the 
Squadron to the Rear, if there be any, otherwiſe 
a Serjeant or Quarter Maſter. Turning by 
Threes ſhould be practiſed conſtantly, as almoſt 
every Motion in the Regiment depends up. 
on it. 


Right and Left Shoulders Forward. 


At the Words Right Shoulders Forward! 
being given, the Flank Man, on the Left Flank 
becomes the Pivot Man, and the Squadron keeps 
wheeling gently to the Left till they receive 
the word Forward! after having either per- 
formed a Quarter or Half Wheel as may appear 
neceſſary to the Commanding Officer for the 
Evolution that is to be performed ; at the Word 
Forward! they muſt not regain their former 
Front as when inclining, but muſt move on in 
the Dire&ion into which they are brought by 
this Motion: So when the Words Left Shoul. 
ders Forward! are given, the ſame Directions 
are to be obſerved, only vice verſa, 
| Thi 
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This Motion is of particular Service in 
changing the Front of a Line. 


Inclining. 


Inelining is a Movement by which the Squa- 
dron is carried on in a parallel Direction at the 
ſame Time that it is gaining Ground to the 
Flank. It is of great Uſe in the Marching of 
the Line in Front, to corre& any Irregularities 
that may happen. 

At the Order to Incline, each Man makes a 
Half Face on his Horſe's fore feet, by which 
means each will appear to be half a Head be- 
hind his Flank Leader, and the whole will look 
to the Hand to which they are to incline. 

The leading Ofhcer on the Flank, with a 
Glance of his Eye aſcertaining his Points, 
marches ſteadily upon them at whatever Pace 
he is ordered, Every other Man in the Squa- 
dron moves in ſo many parallel Lines with re- 
ſpe&t to him, preſerving the ſame Uniformity 
of Front and Files, 
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Great Care muſt be taken that the whole 
move at the ſame Pace, and quicken vr ſlacken 
it together as ordered. 

At no Time of the Incline ought the former 
Front of the Squadron or Diſtance of Files to be 
altered ; but whenever the Word Front! is 
given, the Squadron (by each Man at the ſame 
Time turning his Horſe) ſhould be formed in 
a Direction perfectly parallel to its former 
Front, and ready to dreſs and move on by the 
Standard. 

In the Incline, the Rear Rank moves in the 
ſame Manner, and is of courſe regulated by the 
Front Rank, which it takes care to conform 
to. 


Pace. 


The Paces of Cavalry cannot be regulated 
by Length of Step and Numbers, in a Minute, 
as thoſe of the Infantry are, nor is it ſo 
material. | | 
The Walk, Trot and Gallop are the Three 
natural 
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natural Paces, and of each of theſe there are dif- 
ferent Degrees of Quicknelſs ; butfat which ever of 
them the Squadron is conducted, the ſloweſt 
moving Horſe at that Pace muſt be attended 
to, otherwiſe different kinds of Motion will 
exiſt at the ſame Time in the Squadron, and 
tend to diſunite it. Horſes deficient in any of 
thoſe Paces, or not broken to a Steadineſs in each 
of them, are imp: oper for the Squadron. 

Though ſingle Horſes or ſmall Bodies may 
inſtant aneouſly change from one Pace to another, 
yet a Squadron or a Number of Bodies will 
move with more Eaſe and Uniformity, when 
ſuch "Tranſitions. are made gradually through 
the different Paces, as from a Walk to a Slow 
Trot! Quick Trot! Slow Gallop ! Quick Gallop ! 
and vice verſa: each of theſe by its ſeparate Word 
of Command, which may follow as quickly as 
is found neceſſary, 

All Alterations of Pace muſt be made as 
much as poſſible at the ſame Inſtant by each 
ſeparate Body that compoſes a Line or Column. 

Though in flow Movements of the Line or 
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Squadron, and on the March, the Walk is the 
common Pace uſed ; yet in general, all Changes 
of Poſition and Manceuvres ſhould be made at 
the Trot or Gallop, according to Circumſtan- 
ces, beginning gently to avoid hurry, and ending 
gently to avoid confuſion in forming. The in- 
termediate Times of ſuch Movement may be 


conducted with Rapidity, and much depends on 


the Eye of the Officer, and well timing the 
Words of Command. 

Great Bodies, conſiſtent with perfect Order, 
cannot move with the ſame Degree of Rapidity 
as ſmaller Ones, and therefore an Allowance 
proportionable to their Extent muſt be made 
in conducting them, whether in Line or Co- 
lumn, and this only the Eye, Practice, and 
Attention can determine. 


Of the Charge or Attack, 


The great Force of Cavalry is more in the 
Offenſive than the Defenſive, therefore the 
Attack is its principal Object. 

When the Squadron is to Charge, Swords 
ſhould 
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ſhould be drawn, the Standard in the Ranks, 
the Officers on the Flanks, and the Ranks at 
Clofe Order; the Commanding Officer gives 
the Word, Forward! March ! Trot! Gallop! 
Charge ! 

It depends upon the Commanding Officer to 
lead at ſuch a Pace as that the Fianks and 
Rear Rank may always keep up: every Al- 
teration of Pace muſt be made at the ſame 
Inſtant by the whole Squadron. 

At the Word Charge ! the Pace ſhould be 
increaſed as much as the Squadron can bear in 
good Order, 1 2 

Great Care ſhould be taken that the Files 
ſhould not be cloſed ſo much in the Charge, as 
to croud the Centre; at the ſame Time they 
muſt not be too open. 

When the Charge is performed, before the 
Word Halt! is given, it will be proper to give 
the Word Walk! when the whole flacken 
their Pace, the Centre moving forward gently, 
and the reſt dreſſing to it, ſo by the Time the 
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Word Halt! is given, the Squadron will be 
well dreſſed to the Centre. 

In every part of the Charge, and in quick 
Movements, the Standard ſhould be very exact 
in following the Officer commanding the Squa- 
dron; and the Men particularly attentive in 
keeping up to, and dreſſing to their Standards; 
they muſt carry their Swords ſteady and upright, 
keeping their Reins ſhort, ſo as to have the 
Horles well in Hand, perfectly ſquare in the 
Front, their Heads always well up, which will 
keep them under good Command, 

A Squadron ſhould never be ſo much 
hurried as to bring up their Horſes blown to 
the Charge, this will always depend on Circum- 
ſtances, and the Order the Horſes are in. 

If the Strength of the Animal is exhauſted, 
the Effort of the Squadron will be feeble; if in 
full Vigour, the ſhock of a ſteady and deter- 
- mined Squadron muſt be irreſiftable. 
Squadrons ſhould be brought up in the Charge 
.to within Eight or Ten Yards of the Perſon 
reviewing them, as it will haye a better 
Effect 


Ca) 
Effect than a Halt made at a greater Diſtance, 
Whatever Diſtance the Squadron has to go 
over, it may move at a briſk Trot till within 
two hundred and fifty Yards of the Enemy, 
and then Gallop. The Word Charge! is 
given when within eighty Yards, and the Gal- 
lop encreaſed as much as the Body can bear 
in good Order. Any Attempt to cloſe the 
Files at the Inſtant of the Charge would only 
increaſe the Intervals in a Line, and tend to 
impede the free Movement of each Horſe, who 
at no Time requires to be more independant 
than when galloping at his utmoſt Exertion, 
and every rub, to right or left, diminiſhes that 
Effort in a Degree. 

At the Inſtant of the Shock, the Body muſt 
be well back, the Horſe not reſtrained by the 
Bit, but determined forward by the Spur; riſing 
in the Stirrups, and pointing the Sword will 
always occaſion a ſhake in the Squadron; it 
will naturally be done when neceſſary. 

Tt is in the uniform Velocity of the Squadron 


that its Effect conſiſts, the Spur as much as 
the 


( 44 ) 
the Sword tends to overſet an oppoſite Enemy 
when the one has nearly accompliſhed this End, 
the other may compleat it. 

In the Walk, the Sword is carried with the 
Blade reſting on the Right Arm. In the Trot 
and Gallop, the Right Hand muſt be ſteadied 
on the Right Thigh, the Point of the Sword 
rather inclining forward. 

The Squadrons mult be well dreſſed before 
they move; Horſes perfectly ſtraight, and car- 
ried on ſo during the Attack ; Files on no Ac- 
count crouding ; Paces even and determined ; 
Horſes in Hand, and perfe& Steadineſs and 
Attention of every Individual. 

After a Charge, Skirmiſhers may be ſent 
out to cover the Retreat, and theſe ſhould be 
previouſly appointed, 

The firſt Three, Front and Rear, from each 
Flank of Squadrons will be ſufficient, When 
ordered to move out, after the Charge, they muſt 
come briſkly to the Front, return their Swords, 
and draw their Piſtols to cover the Retreat. 
They muſt not fire till the Line is retreating, 


and 
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then the Front Rank Men fire their Piſtols 
to the Front, dreſſing as well as poſſible to 
each other. They turn their Horſes about 
outwards, load as they retreat, and face again 
to the Right and Left about, when two Horſes 
length behind their Rear Rank Men. Thoſe do 
not advance, but muſt fire their Piſtols after their 
File Leaders have paſſed them, and then follow 
the (ame Rules till they get behind them again, 
continuing thus to fire, retreat, load, and 
front alternately, till the Bugle ſounds for 
the Line to front, after which they muſt on 
no Account fire, but return their Piſtols, draw 
their Swords, and gallop back to their Places 
by the Rear of their reſpective Squadrons. 


Of Forming Columns. 


A Regiment is ſaid to be in Column, when 
any Number of Men, more than two in 
Front, are following' each other, ſo that there 


may be a Column of Three's or Four's, of 
| Quarter 
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Quarter Ranks, or Half Ranks, of Troops or 
Squadrons. 

Open Column, as before mentioned, is when 
one Troop or Squadron is diftant from an- 
other, the Length of the Front of the Column; 
ſo that when ordered to wheel into Line, they 
would not croud each other, but come into 
their proper Places, and to their proper Diſ- 
tances. | | 

Cloſe Column is, when One Troop or Squa- 
dron is diſtant from the other only a Horſe's 
Length. 

If ordered to form a Column of Three's, it 
is always to be a Cloſe Column. 

Columns are formed many ways, according 
as the different Situations of the Ground may 
make it neceſſary, for the ſimple Exemplifica- 
tion of which, we will ſuppoſe a Regiment to 
conſiſt of Three Squadrons of any ſize, and in 
this Caſe a Column of Squadrons may be 
formed upon the Right Squadron, with the 
Right Squadron in Front; or upon the Left 
Squadron, with the Left in Front; or upon the 

Right 
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Right Squadron, with the Left in Front; or 
upon the Left Squadron, with the Right in 
Front ; alſo upon the Centre Squadron with the 
Left in Front ; likewiſe upon the Centre Squa- 
dron with the Right in Front ; all of which dif- 
ferent Situations of Ground or Defiles may 
make it neceſſary to make Ule of. 

Therefore when the Exerciſing Officer gives 
the Word of Command, upon the Right Squa- 
dron, Right in Front, form open Column 
the Officers commanding the Centre and 
Left Squadrons muſt ſay to their reſpective 
Squadrons, tothe Right Quarter Wheel, March ! 
and then by Three's to the Right Wheel; and 
upon receiving the Word March! they lead off 
their Squadrons at a briſk 'Trot or Gallop, and | 
having taken their proper Diſtances, the Cen- 
tre in the Rear of the Right Squadron, and 
the Left in the Rear of the Centre Squadron, 
they give the Words, to the Left, Form! to the 
Left, Dreſs! by which Motions the Column 
will be formed as directed. The next Care then 
of the Officers commanding the Squadrons 
will 
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will be, to ſee that their Pivot Flanks are cover. 
ed : and here it will be proper to explain what 
is meant by a Pivot Flank. 


Pivot Flank. 


A Pivot Flank fignifies that Flank, upon 
which it would be neceſlary for the different 
Squadrons to wheel to come into their proper 


Places, if ordered to wheel from an Open Co- 


lumn into Line; fo that, if the Right Squadron 
1s in Front, the Left Flanks will be the Pivot 


Flanks; and if the Left is in Front, the Right 
Flanks will be the Pivot Flanks. In caſe there- 


fore the Exerciſing Officer ſhould order the Re- 


giment to wheel from an open Column into Line, 
the Pivot Flanks muſt be well dreſſed, that 
is to ſay, cover each other exactly, otherwile 


the Line will not be true. 
If the Regiment is ordered to form a Column 


upon the Left Squadron, with the Left in Front, 


the Centre and Right wheel by Three's to the 
Left, and at the Word March! being given, 
form in the Rear of the Left Squadron, in the ſame 

Manner 
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Manner as before mentioned when formed on 
the Right. If ordered to form upon the Right 
Squadron with the Left in Front, the Centre 
and Left Squadrons wheel by Threes to the 
Right, and at the Word, March! both form 
in Front of the Right. If ordered to form 
upon the Left with the Right in Front, the 
Centre and Right wheel by Threes to the 
Left, and form in Front of the Left. 


If ordered to form upon the Centre Squadron 


with the Right in Front, the Right Squadron 
wheels by Threes to the Left, and forms in 
the Front of the Centre, the Left Squadron at 
the ſame Time wheels by Threes to the Right, 
and forms in the Rear of the Centre. So vice 
verſa, if ordered to form upon the Centre 
Squadron, with the Left in Front. 


Before a Column is to be formed, Mar 8 


ſhould be ordered out to mark the proper 
Diſtance between each Squadron in Column, 
as ordered to be formed. Dreſſing in Column 
muſt be to the Right, if formed upon the Left 
Squadron with the Left in Front; and to the 

* Left, 
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Left, if formed upon the Right, with the Right 
in Front, 


Changing Front, 


Upon the Regiment receiving the . Word, 
Upon the Right Squadron, as Directing Squadron, 
to the Right, Change Front ! the Right Squadron 

muſt wheel to the Right, and Centre and Left 
Squadrons to the Right half wheel, and at 
the Word, March! muſt move up at a briſk 
Pace, forming in a Line with the Right, at their 
proper Intervals, and dreſſing to the Right. 
So vice verſa in changing Front to the Left. 


Line of March and Formation. 


Every Leader of a Body moving on any 
Front whatever, who means to conduct it in 
a ſtraight Line, muſt march upon two Points 
which he invariably preſerves ſo as to cover 
each other; if ſuch points are not aſcertained 
for him, he muſt inſtantly determine them for 


himſelf, and if no ſtrong or marked Objects 
preſent 


on | Bp 
preſent themſelves in his Direction, he can 
never fail, by caſting his Eyes along the 
Ground, to find ſuch ſmall ones as will an- 
(wer his purpoſe, and theſe from time to time 
he renews as he approaches them. To march 
ſtraight on one Obje& only with certainty and 
without wavering, is not to be depended on. 

To march or form in the Alignement, is to 
make Troops march or form in any part of 
the ſtraight Line which joins two given Points 
or is prolonged beyond them. 

When the leading Body of a Column arrives 
at any Point where it is to enter on a ſtraight 
Line, a Perſon will be placed, with his Horſe's 
Head facing to the Pivot Flank of the Column ; 
each Leader will thus know why he is ſo placed, 
and will, in paſſing cloſe to him and to every 
other Perſon poſted in a ſimilar Manner, give 
every attention to continue the Alignement. 

When a Column is ſtanding or moving, 
the Pivot Leaders will always touch the Line 
of the Heads of ſuch Horſes as they find 
4 2 placed 
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placed facing to them, and marking the Direc- 


tion of the Line. 

When the Diviſions wheel up into Line, the 
Horſes Heads of the Line and of the marking 
Perſons will then touch, and the Dreſſing of 
the Men will of courſe be half a Horſe's 
length removed from the Line of Horſes heads 
of the marking Perſons. 

When Diviſions come up in Front ſucceſſively 
into Line, they come up to the Horſes' Heads 
of the Marking Perſons. 

The Neceffity of Officers and Non-com- 
mĩſſioned Officers being well trained, to pro- 
long Lines, take up Diſtances, and give thoſe 
Aids which are ſo eſſential in the Formations 
and Movements of all conſiderable Bodies, is 
evident and much to be attended to. Perſons 
active, intelligent and well mounted, can only 
aſſiſt the Operations of Cavalry, nor are Camp 
Colours, or any ſuch improper and ſuperfluous 
modes neceſſary, or in general to be uſed. 

The Markers of the Alignement in Column; 
or of the Formations in Line, are not to quit 

their 
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their Ground after the Halt of either, till all 
neceſſary Dreſſing is accompliſhed, and that 
they are directed ſo to do; they ſerve not only 
as Points of Movement, but as Points of 
Correction. 

When the Squadron is broken into Diviſions, 
or any Parts, for the Purpoſe of Movements, 
each ſeparate Body has à Leader, on whom the 
Eye and Attention of each Soldier is fixed. 

In Column, ſuch Leader will be on the Pivot 
Flank of his Diviſion in all ſituations of Ma- 
nceuvre.— Theſe Leaders cover each other in the 
given Direction in which the Column is to 
move ; they are not themſelves then to be co- 
vered by any one, and are anſwerable for true 
Diſtances. Should any ſuch Leader not be ap- 
pointed or be wanting to a Diviſion, his Place 
is to remain vacant, and not to be occupied by 
the Flank Files of Men, for ſuch Flank Files 
of Men are invariably to remain covering each 

When from the Halt, the Squadron by 
Wheels to its Flank, breaks into Open Column, 


the Commanding Officer gives the Words,

When the Squadron has wheeled to a Flank 


by Half Squadrons ;—if to the Right, the Offi- 
cer from the Right of the Squadron immediately 
ſhifts to the Left of his Half Squadron, to 
conduct the Pivot of the Leading Half Squad- 
ron, and the Officer who was on the Left of 
the Squadron wheels up, and remains on the 
Left of his own Half Squadron ;—if to the 
Left, then the Left Officer ſhifts to the Right 
of his Half Squadron, and the Right Officer 
wheels up and remains on the Right of his 
own Half Squadron, When the Squadron has 
"wheeled to a Flank by Diviſions: If to the 


Right 
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Right, then the Left Officer is on the Pivot of 
the Rear Diviſion, and the Right Officer ſhifts 
to the Pivot of the Front Diviſion, and the Ser- 
jeants on the Right of the Two Centre Divi- 
ſions ſhift each to the Left of his own Diviſion ; 
If to the Left," then the Right Officer wheels 
up, and is on the Pivot Flank of the Rear 
Diviſion, the Serjeants on the Right of the 
Two Centre Diviſions alſo wheel up, and the 
Left Flank Officer ſhifts to the Pivot of the 
Leading Diviſion of the Squadron. | 

When the Squadron has wheeled to a Flank 
by Sub-diviſions, then the two Flank Offi- 
cers, and their Coverers, and the two Centre 
Serjeants, and their Coverers, will each. be on 
the Pivot Flank of a Sub-diviſion. 

In the Wheelings of the Squadron into 
Half Squadrons, Diviſions or Sub-divifions, 
the Standard and its Coverer wheel up with 
the Leading Half Squadron or the Second 
Diviſion, or the Fourth Sub- diviſion from the 
Flank wheeled to, ſo as place themſelves, at the 
concluſion of the Wheel, behind the Second 

| and 
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and Third File from the Pivot of each of the 
ſaid Bodies, and when theſe Bodies wheel up 
to form Squadron, the Standard ſhifts briſkly 
to its Place in the Centre, during the Wheel. 

When from the Halt, and from open Column 
the Squadron is formed by the Wheeling up of 
its Diviſions, the Commanding Officer gives the 
Words (Half Squadrons, Diviſions, Sub-divi- 
fions, Ranks by Three's) Wheel into Line! on 
which the Pivot Leaders immediately place 
themſelves on the reverſe Flank of ſuch Divi- 
fion, as by its Wheel up brings them to their 
true Place in the Squadron ; the Pivot Officer 
of the Rear Diviſion is alone an Exception, be- 
ing already at his Poſt in Squadron. At the 
Word March! the whole wheel up and receive 
the Word Halt! Dreſs ! by the Standing Flank 
and the Line of Pivots; the Standard, Serre- 
files, and every Thing having reſumed their 
Place in Squadron. 
Squadrons forming from Ranks by Two's, 


receive ſucceſſively from their Leaders, as their 
Heads come to their Ground, the Words, #heel 
into 


. 
into Squadron! Halt! Dreſs! to the Hand 
formed to. 

A Column in Movement ſhould, if poſſible, 
never occupy more Ground than what it ſtands 
on in Line; but when the Formation into Line 
muſt undoubtedly be to the Front, then the 
Diviſions may be ordered to march cloſed up to 
Half, Quarter, or any other Diſtance, and the 
Formation will be made by prolonging the Line 
by Deployment, by inclining up, or by Half 
Wheels, and marching on the oblique Lines, 
as Circumſtances require. 

An open Column of Squadrons, or Half 
Squadrons, will generally, from their Extent 
of Front, change the Direction of their March 
by ſquare and quick Wheels made on a Flank ; 
but the Column of Diviſions, Sub-divifions, 
Ranks by Three's, or by Two's, when ob- 
liged frequently to change its Direction of 
March, may do it advantageouſly by the gra- 
dual and circling Movement of the leading 
Pivot, to which all others, as it comes to their 
turn, ſucceſſively conform, taking care that at 


on -P, 
no inſtant whatever, the ordered Diſtances are 
changed or loſt, and that Eyes remain turned 
to ſuch Pivots.— Columns marching at Half or 


Quarter Diſtance of their then Front, muſt alſo 


make their neceflary Wheels on a moveable 
Pivot, otherwiſe a ſtop muſt enſue, and the 
Column open out. 


Commands. 


The following Extracts from General Dun- 
das's Book of Inſtructions and Regulations for 
the Formations and Movements of the Cavalry, 
are earneſtly recommended to the Peruſal and 
Obſervance of the Officers. 

« All Commands muſt be given by Officers, 
firm, loud, and explicit; every Officer muſt 
therefore be accuſtomed to give ſuch Commands, 
even to the ſmall: Bodies, in the full Extent of 
his Voice; by ſuch Bodies he muſt not only be 

heard, but by the Leaders of others, who are 
dependent on his Motions.— The Juſtneſs of Ex- 
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ecution, and the Confidence of the Soldier, can 
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only be in Proportion to the firm, decided, 
and proper Manner in which every Officer of 
every Rank gives his Orders. 

« Commands of Caution being ſuch as are 
preparatory to a Movement, ſhould be ſuffi- 
ciently full and explanatory.,—Commands of 
Execution ſhould be ſhort, and avoiding un- 
eſſential Words. 

«© The Commanding Officers of Regiments 
give and repeat all general Commands, which 
are alſo ſhortly and quickly repeated by Com- 
manding Officers of Squadrons, eſpecially ſuch 
as are executory, as March Halt! Dreſs! &c. 
It is only when the Squadrons and Line are 
broken into Parts, that the Diviſion Officers 
give Commands, and thoſe chiefly executory, 
as Halt ! Dreſs! &c. Allo the ſeveral Words 
neceſſary for the Wheels made in Column of 
March by each Diviſion ; the ſeveral Words 
neceſſary when the Diviſions come up ſucceſ- 
lively, from open or cloſe Column, into Line or 
Column, whether conducted by Front or Flank 
Movements; and in general whenever their Di- 
viſions 
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viſions are moving as diſtin, though dependent 
Bodies.——But the wheeling from Column into 
Line, or from Line into general Column, is 
made at the Word March, repeated by Leaders 
of Squadrons ; the whole Column is alſo put in 
March, and halted by Word from the Leaders 
of Squadrons, as is the Squadron and Regi- 
ment in all Manceuvres of the Line in Front. 

„ When the general Order is not heard by a 
Part of the Line, each Regimental Commander 
(when the Intention is obvious and undoubted) 
will conform as quickly as poſſible to the Move- 
ment which he ſees executed on his Right or 
Left, according to the Point from whence he 
perceives it to begin—but Squadron and Divi- 
ſion Officers execute only on the Orders of their 
Regimental Commander. 

« After the Chief Commander has announced 
the Orders, and particularly the Words of Ex- 
ecution, as March! Form! Halt! &c. the 
Repetition of them by every other Individual 
concerned, muſt not be ſtrictly ſucceſſive, but 
as much as can be in a Volley, to beget that 

Preciſion 
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Preciſion of Movement, which in Manceuvre is 
indiſpenſible; and the larger the Body, the 
more eſſentially does this Circumſtance operate. 

e In the quick Movements and Manceuvres 
of Cavalry, there is not time for the full and 
fo: mal Words of Command.----On ſuch Occa- 
caſions they muſt be rapidly given, much 
abridged, and all Expletives omitted ; inſtead 
of Ranks by Three's, to the Right about Wheel ! 
(ay) Three's about Wheel ! 

„ Ranks by Three's to the Left Wheel! (ay) 
Three's Left Wheel ! 

&« Diviſion to the Right Incline ! (fay) Right 
Incline, &c. &c. which from the Nature of 
the Movements, and to Troops well trained, 
are ſufficiently intelligible. 

« If Officers are obſerving of, and attentive to 
their true Diſtances of Diviſions, and of the co- 
vering of their Pivot Flauks, the moſt conſi- 
derable Column of Cavalry ought to be able in 
changing its Poſition, to enter on a given 
Alignement at a briſk Trot ! to Halt! to Wheel 
into Line! to Advance, and to Charge! with- 

F out 
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out more than a momentary Pauſe between 
each Operation of the Halt, Wheel, and 
Advance, and without being under any Ne-. 
ceſſity of dreſſing, correcting Diſtances, or 
Alterations whatever; and unleſs Regiments 
are equal to, and can be depended upon for ſuch 
Operations, no critical or advantageous Mea- 
fure, when cloſe to the Enemy, can be at- 
tempted; and the gteat Efforts that Cavalry 
ought to make from the Celerity and Juſtneſs of 
its Movements, will be loſt. 

« An Officer muſt not only know the Poſt 
which he ſhould occupy in all Changes of Situ- 
ation, the Commands which he ſhould give, 
and the general Intention of the required Move- 
ments; but he ſhould alſo be Maſter of the 
Principles on which each is made, and of the 
Faults that may be committed, in order to 
avoid them himſelf, and to inſtruct others. 
Theſe Principles are in themſelves ſo ſimple, 
that moderate Reflexion, Habit, and Attention, 
will ſoon ſhow them to the Eye, and fix them 
on the Mind. 


Aſcer- 
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© Aſcertaining the Points neceſſary for the 
Movements and Formations of the Regiment is 
the particular Buſineſs of the Adjutant, in the 
Field, In this Exerciſe he may be aſſiſted by 
detached Perſons placed behind each Flank, 
who are properly trained quickly to take up 
ſuch Line as he ſhall give them; and for this 
Purpoſe they are only to be ſent out ſucceſ- 
ſively, and as their Aid is wanted; nor are 
they to make any buitle or unneceſſary parade; 
and when the Operation for which they were 
ſent out is accompliſhed, they will immediately 
return behind their proper Flank. 

« Officers that lead Squadrons in Line, 
guide Pivots in Column, or conduct the Flanks 
of Diviſions ſucceſſively into Line, in Changes 
of Poſition; and indeed all Officers, who in 
their own Perſons determine the Movement of 
any Body, muſt recolle&t, that unleſs they 
themſelves are ſteady, correct, and (mooth in 
the Path which they give, their ſeveral Bodies 
cannot follow in firm or proper Order, but will 
partake of every Irregularity of ſuch Leader

who therefore muſt attend to his Objects of Diſ. 


tance and Leading, and beſtow only an occa- 
ſional Glance of his Eye on the dreſſing of the 
Diviſion he leads. | 
Officers who have an indiſtint Sight muſt 
never lead the head Diviſion of a Column, 
marching in a ſtraight Alignment; and muſt 
therefore be replaced on ſuch Occaſions by 
others, whoſe more accurate Viſion enables 
them to preſerve and prolong the juſt Line 
which the whole are to follow. 
Field Officers and Adjutants muſt always 
recollect the Number of Yards which the Front 
of a Regiment, or any of its component Parts 
occupy, and be enabled by the Eye, as well as 
the Paces of their Horſes, quickly and nearly 
to aſcertain and give ſuch Diſtances. Every 
Squadron Leader muſt quickly judge the Extent 
of his Squadron, and every Diviſion Leader and 
Marker of a Pivot Flank, the Front of the Di- 
viſion which he regulates.— Practice and Atten- 
tion ſoon give Accuracy in theſe Points, which 


are an efſential Part of Regimental Inſtruction. 
One 
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One Yard nearly is to be allowed for each Horſe 
and Man, and therefore the Front of a Body is 
as many Yards as Files. 


March in Line. 


The March of the Line in Front is the moſt 
difficult, and the moſt material of all Move- 
ments; it is requiſite near the Enemy, and im- 
mediately precedes the Attack. In propor- 
tion to the Extent of Front and Rapidity 
required does that Difficulty increaſe; there- 
fore too much Exactneſs and Minuteneſs in the 
Execution of it cannot be obſerved, 

When Marching in Line each Squadron dreſ- 
ſes to its own Centre, which Centre follows its 
own Leader ; the ſeveral Leaders line with, 
and preſerve Diſtances from each other, and 
from the regulating Squadron ; this alone has 
its Objects of March, the others being all ſub- 
ordinate to, and conforming to its Motions. 

When Parts of a Line marching in Front are 
interrupted by any Obſtacle, they muſt Halt, 
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and by flank Movements of their Diviſions, or 
Sub- diviſions, double behind (into Cloſe Co- 
lumn) ſuch adjoining Parts as are not ſo inter- 
rupted, and avoid preſſing upon them. In 
proportion as they paſs ſuch obſtacles, and 
that the Ground permits them to come up into 
Line, they will in the ſame Manner, by flank 
Movements, move up into their proper Places, 
where a void ſpace has bcen preſerved for 
them. 

If only ſmall Portions of a Line are inter- 
rupted, and for a ſhort Space, they may follow 
in File, or rather in Rank by Three's or 
Two's, behind the Flanks of the uninterrupted 
Parts, and move up to their Places in Files, 
(or by Three's' or Two's) when it can be 
done. | 

When the Line Halts, each Squadron Halts 
and Dreſſes by its own Centre; and if the 
Dreſſing of the general Line is to be afterwards 
corrected, it ought to begin at, and be taken 
from the regulating Squadron. 

The Line ſhould always be in ſo correct a 
| Situation, 
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Situation, as to halt inſtantly on the Word 
Halt! but if at any Time the Difficulties of 
Ground have unavoidably thrown Squadrons 
out of the Line, in ſuch Caſe, the Halt of 
thoſe Squadrons will be ſucceſſive, as they 
regain their proper Situations. | 

The Diſtances of Squadrons in Line are 
always taken from Standard to Standard. 

The Standards muſt be always carried uni- 
formly and upright, in order to facilitate the 
moving and drefling of the Line. 

- After the March and Halt in Line of each 
Squadron by its own Centre, if a more exact 
Dreſſing is required, then two Perſons are 
placed with their Horſe's Heads before the 
Flank Files of the regulating Squadron, which 
is previouſly dreſſed in the true Direction; from 
each Flank of each other Squadron, a Perſon 
advances (directly forward) to prolong that 
Line; all Eyes are directed to the regulating 
Squadron; the whole (by Squadrons, either 
together or ſucceſſively, and quickly as ordered) 
move up and halt in the given Line. A 
ſtraight 
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ſtraight Line is in this Manner obtained, but 
if the Intervals are falſe, they muſt remain ſo 
till- correfted by order, and by a ſeparate 
operation of flank marching. 

A Flank Squadron of a Line need never 
remain an Inſtant with a falſe Interval, or ill 
dreſſed, as its Corrections do not interfere 
- with any other Part of the Line. 

When it is neceſſary for any Squadron, on 
account of inaccurate and looſe Formation, to 
cloſe its Files or Parts by Paſſing, it ſhould 
be done to ſuch File of the Squadron as will 
beſt tend to eſtabliſh the juſt Interval it ought 
to keep from the direfting Hand; this will 
depend on the quick Eye and Deciſion of the 
Commanding Officers of Squadrons, who will 
hold it in view on ſuch Occafion. 

All Correction of the Dreffing of a Line, 
after forming or halting, is made from the 
Point by which the Movement, Formation, or 
Halt was made; ſhould that Point be obliged 
to-thift, then the Line formed muſt be an acci- 
dental one. When the Line halts after moving 
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in Front, ſuch Point is the Centre of the re- 


gulating Squadron. When from Column the 


Line is formed by wheeling up, ſuch Point is 
the Flank, which was the Leading Pivot of 
of the Column. 

When the Line is formed by the ſucceſſive 
marching up of Diviſions in Front, as in 
change of Poſition on a given Diviſion, ſuch 
Point is the outward Flank of the given Di- 
viſion, In general, when Corrections of a 
Line are to be made, the Commander places 
two or three Perſons in the intended Line, 
which is inſtantly prolonged by others, and 
the Regiment conforms accordingly. 

In the Correction of the partial Parts of a 
Line, the reining back, or throwing back ſuch 
Parts, cannot always be avoided ; but where 
the whole Line is to be new dreſſed, and that 
Circumſtances admit, much facility attends 
the Operation, if ſuch a Dire&ion is taken as 
cauſes a dreſſing forward, however ſmall, of 


every Squadron that compoſes it, 
Changes 
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Changes of Poſition of the Regiment by 
the Echellon (or Diagonal) Movement. 


The Echellon Poſition and Movements are not 
only neceſſary and applicable to the immediate 
Attacks and Retreats of great Bodies; but 
alſo to the previous oblique or dire& Changes 
of Situation, which a Regiment or Corps 
formed in Line, may be obliged to make to its 
Front or Rear; or on a particular fixed Diviſion 
of the Line. A 

The Echellon Changes of Paſition are the 
ſafeſt that can be employed in the preſence of, 
and near to an Enemy. The Advantages attend- 
ing them are the preſerving a general Front 
during the March, and allowing ſufficient free- 


dom of Movement, which in ſuch a Situation 


is indiſpenſable; they enable to change Poſition 
on any Diviſion of the Line, either on a fixed 
or moving Point, and at any Inſtant the Move- 
ment can be ſtopped, a Line formed, and a ſudden 

| Attack 
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Attack repulſed. The Echellon changes re- 
quire the Ground to be nearly of ſuch a Nature 
as a full Line could advance in, and any of its 
Diviſions that meet with Obſtacles in their March 
will paſs them in the ſame Manner as they do 
in Line, by doubling Diviſions, or following 
Ranks by Three's, and without interrupting 
the Progreſs of the others. 

Changes of Poſition of the Regiment or Line 
made by the Echellon March of Diviſions, 
conſiſt of three Parts, viz. 

Firſt, Diviſions (generally Half Squadrons): 
of the Regiment or Line, wheel forward an 
Eighth, Quarter or Half Wheel, as ordered, 
towards the Hand to which they are to change 
Poſition, and ſo as that each thereby ſtands 
perpendicular to the Line drawn from its in- 
ward Flank to the Point that Flank is to reſt 
at in the new Line. 

Second, each Diviſion marches on directly 
in Front, by its inward Flank, to its proper 
Point in the new Line. 

Third, each Diviſion ſucceſſively on its in- 

ward

ward Flank arriving at the Diviſion preceding

Officers ſhould always appear upon Parade. 


compleatly accoutred, and when on Duty of 


any kind wear their Saſhes, and endeavour 


as much as poſſible to be Examples of Nicety 
and Exactneſs in the Uniformity of their Dreſs: 

Officers ſhould always endeavour to preſerve 
as much as poſſible a perfe& Silence in the 
Ranks, ſo that the Words of Command may 
not be interrupted ; they ſhould likewiſe en- 


deavour to keep up the Attention of every 


one, by calling in a low Voice to any Perſon 
whom they may ſee inattentive, or talking, or 
not Dreſſing. 


The Commanding Officer of every Troop, 
and in their abſence the Subaltern Officers, 


ſhould on each Day of Exerciſe examine the 
Dreſs, Arms and Accoutremients of every Indi- 


vidual, to ſee that they are neat, clean and in. 


good Repair, and that the ſtricteſt Attention 
is paid to the Uniformity of them. 


0 The 
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The Commanding Officer of every Troop 
ſhould deliver to the Colonel a Return of his 
Troop on the Firſt Day in every Month, by 
which is implied not the exact Names, but 
merely the Numbers, ſpecifying the Names of 
thoſe who may have quitted the Regiment, 
have been Diſcharged, or have Died, or have 
recently entered; a Return ſhould alſo be de- 
livered to the Colonel of the State of the Arms 
and Ammunition of the Troop every Quarter- 
Day. 

Officers commanding Troops ſhould oblige 
their Serjeants to deliver to them the Return of 
thoſe Preſent and Abſent after every Day of 
Exerciſe, and afterwards dire& them to inſert 
ſuch Returns into an Orderly Book which ſhould 
be kept by each Serjeant, and in which any 
written Orders given by the Officer command. 
ing the Troop ſhould be inſerted; and it is recom- 
mended to the Officers always to write down 
their Orders, 

Officers commanding Troops .ſhould alſo 


ditect their Serjeants to make out a Return of 
the 
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the Arms, Accoutrements and Cloathing given 
to each Individual of the Troop. 

Officers ſhould frequently viſit the Horſes 
of the Serjeant and Trumpeter of their Troop 
when in the Stables, by which they will judge 
whether they are properly fed and cleaned. 

Officers ſhould be particularly exact in tell- 
ing off their Troop, ſo that every Individual 
may underſtand his particular fituation per- 
fectly. 


Serjeants. 


Serjeants ſhould always appear as very good 
examples in every thing that is becoming a 
good Soldier, and ſhould be particularly care- 
ful to be extremely exact in the Uniformity 


and Cleanlineſs of their Preſs, the Nicety of 


their Accoutrements, and in their great atten- 
tion and diligence in the Field. 

The Serjeants ſhould always be the firſt 
on Parade; and as ſoon as it is formed, call 
over the Roll, and afterwards make out the 

G 2 Return

- Return of thoſe Preſent, thoſe Abſent, and 
thoſe that are Ill, which they muſt deliver to 
the Officer commauding the Troop. 

It is the Duty of Serjeants to inform the 
Gentlemen of their Troop of the Day appointed 
for Exerciſe, and to give them Inſtructions 
upon every Circumſtance that they may wiſh 
to have Information. 

Serjeants when upon Duty are always to 
wear their Saſhes; they ſhould pay great 
Attention to the Ranks, but always giving 
their Inſtructions in a low Tone of Voice, ſo 
as not to prevent the Words of Command from 
being diſtinctly heard by every Individual. 

The Inſtruions of the Troop in the Uſe of 
the Carbine, Piſtol and Sword, both on Foot 
and on Horſeback, muſt depend greatly upon 
the Serjeants, and in which they muſt inftru& 
the Gentlemen in a very exact Manner. 

After the Duties of the Field, that of the 
Stable muſt be the chief Object of the Serjeants; 
who muſt be wholly anſwerable for the good 
condition of their horſes ; they muſt likewiſe be 
careful 
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careful to keep an exact Return of the Cloath- 
ing, Arms and Accoutrements delivered to 
each Individual, and which muſt always be 
ready for the Inſpection of the Officers. 

An Orderly Book ſhould be kept by them, 
in which they ſhould inſert every written Order 
given to them, and likewiſe the Returns of 
every Parade, | 

If there be any Arms belonging to the Troops 
not in Uſe, the Care of them muſt devolve on. 
the Serjeants, who muſt take particular Care to 
keep them clean and fit for Service. They muſt 
alſo take Care to examine the Ammunition fre- 
quently, to ſee that it is not damp; and when 
it is delivered out for the Uſe of the Troop, 
they muſt be particularly careful in delivering it 
in a proper manner, as they will be anſwerable 
for any Miſtakes in that Reſpe&, 


Trumpeters. 


THE Trumpeters muſt be equally exact in 
the Cleanlineſs, Uniformity, and Nicety of. 
G 3 their 
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their Dreſs as every other Individual in the Re- 
giment, and equally attentive to the good Con- 
dition and Health of their Horſes as the Ser- 
jeants. 

Trumpeters ſhould take Care to inſtru them- 
ſelves in the Trumpet and __ Duty ap- 
pointed for the Regiment, 

Half an Hour before the Time appointed for

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Every one ſhould be particularly careful to 
be on the Parade punctually at the Time ap- 
pointed, as any one coming in afterwards occa- 
fions a great deal of Trouble and Confuſion, 
and obliges the Officer to go over all the Tet. 
lings off again. 

Every one ſhould obſerve a ſtrict Silence and 
pay great Attention during the Time they 
are in the Field, by which a great deal of In- 
formation will be gained in a ſhort Time. 

The ſame Horſes, if poſſible, ſhould always 
be brought into the Field, as they by conſtant 
Practice become more and more tractable to the 
Buſineſs, and the IntroduCtion of any aukward 
or refraftory Horſe into the Troop will always 
create great Confuſion. 

The next and chief Concern of every Indivi- 
dual muſt be his great Attention to his Arms, 
which he muſt be particularly careful to keep 
perfectly clean and fit for immediate Uſe, other- 
wiſe his Services inthe Field will be of little avail. 
He ſhould alſo be extremely exact in never truſt- 
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ing his Arms out of his own Hands, or to the 
Care of, or lending them to any Body.
